and air holes 10 and npon the same, doing as little in-
jury as possible in making said improvements. 

SEC. 6~ If the said person, company or corporation Damages. 
engaged in draining as aforesaid, and the owner or 
owners of any land upon which said right of way. may 
be deemed necessary cannot &g!ee as to the amount of 
damages which will be sustaineii by the owner or own-
ers by reason thereof, the parties may proceed to have 
the same assessed under tlie provisions of Article 3 of 
Chapter 55 of the Laws of Iowa known as the Revis-
ion of 1860. 

SEC. 7. This Act shall not be construed to require Consent of 
the owners of the mine~ interest in any of said lands owners. 
to take the mineral therefrom or to authorize any other 
person to take the mineral from said land without the 
consent of the said owner or owners.

For each judgment for- costs only, five • 
dollal'S; and for all nnes and forfeitures actually col- , 
lected by him, ten per cent. upon all sums of two 
hundred dollars and fess, and one per cent. npon that 
part of' any sum in excess of two hundred dollars to be­
audited and allowed like other claims against the 
county. _ 

Defendant to SEO. 2. In case of conviction as contemplated in the 
pay fees_ preceding Section, the same fees therein allowed to the 

District Attorneys, shall be taxed against the defen('ant 
which shall be collected by the Clerk and paid into the 
County Treasury.
